POMONA — An increase n 
traffic patrol enforcement be­ 
gan in Pomona Friday, fi­ 
nanced by the state in an ef­ 
fort to cut down the number 
oi fatalities litre and in some 
other areas.

cord. Four teen-agers wr-re 
killed in one railroad crossing 
accident and three persons 
were killed in a single two- 
car collision here. 
The money will be used to 
pay salaries of a total of 
eight policemen a day work­ 
ing two shifts on an overtime 
basis. The shifts begin at 10 
a.m., end at 7:30 p.m. and 
overlap. Officers on patrol 
will concentrate on what po­ 
lice believe are hazardous 
violations, not such violations 
as dangling license plains or 
faulty mufflers. 


Weddle, head of the depart­ 
ment’s traffic serves, said 
the program 
Is aimed 
at 
those violations which lead to 
serious accidents. Among the 
targets will be drinking dri 
v rs, Weddle said. 


Twenty-one locations within 
the city will receive sp<« tl 
armntion from the additional 
policemen. These areas have 
been the locations for sermus 
and fatal crashes. Police are 
not 
virtg where those an as 
drawing special attention are 
located. 


Weddle said the program 


will continue until the funds 
are exhausted June 30. He 
said there is no “ quota sys­ 
tem” in which officers must 
write a certain number of 
•iv' rs, but they mint be ac­ 
tive, he said.

President Nixon Friday told 
congressional leaders ne or­ 
dered the resumption of bom­ 
bing of North Vietnam be­ 
cause Hanoi’s stalling tactics 
led him to assume it was not 
serious about the Paris peace 
talks. 


The House and Senate lea­ 
ders and White House Secret­ 
ary Ronald Ziegler said Nixon 
told them he was neither opti­ 
mistic nor pessimistic about 
the chances for achieving a 
ceasefire agreement when the 
negotiations resume in Paris 
on Monday. 


Ziegler said the President’s 
conclusion that the Commu­ 
nist 
negotiators 
were 
rot 
serious led him to “ remove 
restrictions” on military oper­ 
ations he had ordered earlier 
when the talks appeared to be 
going well.

CHINO — The California In­ 
stitution for Men beginning 
July 1 will take over the lori- 
vacant Youth Training School 
reception center to alleviate 
overcrowded conditions at the 
Southern Reception Guidance 
Center, partially bl <med for 
recent prison violence. 
The announcement of t h e 
takeover was made Friday by 
CIM Supt. Bertram Grigi*». 
Griggs told newsmen, “ The 
current overcrowding in th e 
Southern Reception Guidance 
Center (SRGC) at CIM poses 
a threat to tlu* safety of fhe 
staff, the inmates and t h e 
public. This condition is at 
least partly responsible to r 
some of the recent violence.” 
Explaining the overcrowding 
problem at the SRGC, Griggs 
said that the present facility 
was built to house a maximum 
of 460 inmates. “ In the last 
few months the population has 
ranged from 600 to 700. In 
fact, we have had 60 or more 
inmates sleeping in the middle 
of the cell blocks. Twice in 
the last month we have had 
over 800 inmates in the SRGC 
at one time.” 


Hard to Watch 


He said that it was difficult 
to watch the normal amount 
of prisoners, hut watching the 
average of 000 or 700 in any 
one day was almost impossi­ 
ble. 
“ We can alleviate the prob­ 
lem by activating the unit at 
TS as part of the CIM recep­ 
tion center, and we will be 
putting to good use a vacant 
facility which was constructed 
at considerable cost to th e 
tapayers,” said Griggs, 
\s a direct result of the an­ 
ticipated takeover of the YTS 
f is ilitv, complet -d in 1970 u 
a cost ot over $8 million, the 
inmate population of C!M is 
expected to increase by 200, 
Griggs added. 
“ But, these 200 will mostly 
tx* countv prisoners referred 
to the prison for 90-day diag­ 
nostic evaluation,” he said. 
He said that of the 200 new 
commitments, more than 50 
per cinl are returned to the 
court and placed on probation. 
In addition to the 200 diagnos­ 
tic prisoners, there will be 75 
to 100 management problem 
prisoners on c i v i l lomrnit- 
ments from the California Re­ 
habilitation Center in Norco, 
and the rest medium security 
inmates on work details. 
About 400 other prisoners, 
considered maximum security 
management problems, will be 
housed in the present SRGC 
center. 
Some Modifications 


Griggs indicated that t h e 
YTS reception center, dubbed 
a “ white elephant” by some 
state officials, will need some 
modification before pnsoneis 


an be m o v e d into it. T he 
modifications are neces-ary, 
said Griggs, “ after all it was 
originally built for boys.” The 
modifications will i n c l u d e 
three gun towers, new toi’et 
and kitchen facilities, gates 
and f e n c e s , including a 
large double perimeter fence. 
Griggs said the cost of fhe 
project was yet unknown, but 
would be announced by t h a 
stare legislature in its n ew 
proposed budget.

Asked why the RGS h ad 
b“ Come extremely overcrowd­ 
ed in the last few months 
Briggs said, “ a lot of it < ar 
be blamed on the recent fed­ 
eral Supreme Court’s Morr.- 
s*jy ruling, that gave convict­ 
ed feigns the right to h a v e 
p a r o l e revocation hearings 
r.t-ar their home and to have 
witnesses present to testify for 
them.”

Convince Hanoi we 
wifi enforce pact 


Alter som e agonizing discussions, the White House 
has decided that whatever the cost Hanoi must be 
convinced President Nixon will use U.S. air and sea 
ixnver against North Vietnam even after a pact is 
signed if Hanoi flagrantly violates its provisions. 
The belief in lop administration circles is that if 
we a ie unable to convey this determination, there 
will be no workable treaty. 'Ihus the heavy bombing 
of late. 
For that reason too, it is now being debated in the 
administration whether to continue to bomb Hanoi 
and tiie northern reaches of North Vietnam even 
after the North Vietnam ese return seriously to nego­ 
tiations, assum ing that they do come back. 
In retrospect, some key administration advisers 
think it was a m istake to have embargoed bombing 
the far north in resjjonsc to Hanoi’s more agreeable 
attitude last Octooer. This partial bombing halt, 
they reason, probably convinced Hanoi that Mr. N ix­ 
on was so urgently in need of a treaty that he did 
not have the will to be tough. 
The analysis here is that Hanoi Is hurting badly 
and must have som e sort of settlem ent, but that 
agreem ent has been impossible because the North 
Vietnam ese have becom e convinced Mr. Nixon has 
to have a treaty. It they waited, he would sooner or 
later com e around to their demands. 
For this reason, perhaps, in the secret talks the 
North Vietnam ese have been at tim es arrogant and 
insulting beyond all reason, at tim es patronizing, 
excessively flattering or slick, as though playing a 
con gam e with not overly bright children. 


ting their troops and political cadres in the south to 
disobey the provisions they had just agreed to. 
When confronted with this duplicity, it is unders­ 
tood the North Vietnam ese negotiators in Paris 
laughed in great good humor, thinking it all very 
funny. 
The analysts do not expect the bombing itseli will 
cause sufficient dam age in the North to bring Ho 
Chi Minli’s successors to their knees. The top North 
Vietnam ese who make the decisions are tough Com­ 
munists who have been through far worse over the 
past three decades. 
But, it is believed here, the North Vietnam ese are 
hurting badly in South Vietnam itself. Local m ilita­ 
ry com m anders who have lost confidence in the top 
leadership b e c a u s e their units have, on Hanoi’s or­ 
ders, attacked at the wrong tim e or place and been 
decimated, a severely-m auled underground political 
apparatus is diificuU for the Viet Cong to mend. 
This arm y is dreadfully short of experienced junior 
officers and noncommissioned officers.

WASHINGTON - The out­ 
pourin'; of Coca-Cola upon the 
nations after World War II—a 
brown, bubbly world flood un- 
m a t c h e d s i n c e Noah’s 
day—stirred Communist slo­ 
gans about “Coca Colonial­ 
ism." But it lias remained for 
the rival Pepsi-Cola to carry 
the effervescent tid" into Rus­ 
sia itself. 
The 
Pepsi 
peonle 
have 
mad«» a deal to market Soviet 
vodka and wine in the United 
States in return for the right 
to sell President Nixon’s fav­ 
orite cola drink hi the Soviet 
Union. As the first American 
consumer product to reach 
Soviet shelves, the red, white 
and blue Pepsi-Cola can may 
become a symbol of the Rus- 
sian-American detente. 
During World War II, the 
Coca-Cola corps followed our 
troops everywhere and threw 
up bottling plants as fast as 
the GIs cleared the way. This 
was tollowed after the war by 
continuing Coke conquests in 
country after country until 
t h e C o m m u n i s t s began 
scrawling anti-Coke 
slogans 
on the walls alongside "Yan­ 
kee (io Home." 
The 
Pepsi 
promoters, 
in 
contrast, have followed 
up 
President Nixon’s diplomatic 
overtures and together they 
have breached the Iron Cur­ 
tain. Since the President in 
1969 began waving the olive 
b r a n c h 
a t 
Communist 
countries, Pepsi has signed 
up Hungary, Yugoslavia, Po­ 
land, Czechoslovakia and now 
Russia. (The Romanians, as a 
gesture ot their independence 
from the Kremlin, were the 
first 
Communists 
to 
start 
drinking Pepsis in 19bb.) 
The man most resijonsible 
for introducing the Commu­ 
nist world to the cola habit is 
Pepsico’s 
dynamic 
super- 
salesman and chief executive 
officer. Donald Kendall. And 
his best ally, who toured the 
world in the early 1960s on 
the Pepsi payroll, has been 
Richard Nixon. 
Pepsi tor Khrushchev 
Back in 1959, Kendall was 
pushing Pepsis at the Moscow 
trade fair where Nixon held 
bis celebrated “kitchen de­ 
bate” with the late Nikita 
Khruschev. then the cock of 
the Kremlin. Nixon had met 
Kendall earlier at the U.S. 
embassy, so Nixon stooped bv 
the Pepsi booth with Khrush­ 
chev. Kendal! inured them 
each a free Pepsi. 
Thereafter. Nixon and Ken­ 
dall became fast friends. 1 he 
Pepsi executive twisted arms 
to get Nixon in#o tv,e New 
York law firm, wlvch th^n 
changed its name to X'ixon, 
M u d g e , Rose, 
Alexander, 
Guthrie and Mitchell. Nixon 
also 
travelled 
around 
the 
wor’d as a roving ambassa­ 
dor 
for 
Pepsico. 
He 
per­ 
suaded old Chiane Kai-shek, 
for evam pK to give Pepsi a 
monopolv on Taiwan. 
After Vixon moved Into the 
Wb‘te House, there was talk 


about appointing Kendall as 
Secretary of Commerce. In­ 
stead, 
Nixon 
named 
him 
chairman of the National Al­ 
liance of Businessmen. Not 
long afterward, Kendall wrote 
to fellow magnates on Pep­ 
siCo stationery asking for con­ 
tributions to he’p raise a $1 
million kitty for the Republi­ 
cans. 
There is no reason to be­ 
lieve that Nixon, as Presi­ 
dent, ever interceded to help 
his old Pepsi client. But lea­ 
ders around the world 
re­ 
membered that he had once 
travelled for the company. 
This 
was 
enough 
to 
give 
Pepsi an edge with world lea­ 
ders who thom’ht they might 
please the White House by 
k eping Pepsi on tap. 
It is this psychology more 
than any nod from the White I 
House, a Commerce Depart- I 
ment source told us, that has 
enabled PepsiCo to negotiate 
a rash of bottling contracts 
overseas. A Pepsico spokes­ 
man also denied that the com­ 
pany has traded on Kendall’s 
friendship with the Presideivt. 
The spokesman pointed out, 
quite accurately, that Kendall 
is a tremendous salesman in 
his own right. 
Serenading Kosygin 
In any event, Kendall was 
buck in Moscow a few weeks 
ago visiting with another So­ 
viet premier, 
Aleksei 
Kos­ 
ygin. As they talked, Kendall 
whipped a Pepsi can out of 
his jjocket and made a magic 
pass of his hand over the can. 
Out came music from a radio 
in Pepsi-Cola disguise. 
Kendall came home with an 
agreement to sell Pepsi to the 
Russians. It took him most of 
a year, not to mention four 
personal trips to Moscow, to 
swing the deal. He turned on 
the salesmanship precisely as 
President Nixon was easing 
tensions and boosting trade 
between 
the 
United 
Stales 
and the U.S.S.R. 
Such tintin'* has stimulated 
whispers in Washington that 
Pepsico has an inside track. 
We have found no evidence,

Started six y e a rs ag o by a 
sm all, but dedicated group of 
paren ts, 
the w orkshop o rig­ 
inally provided lim ited train ­ 
ing to 17 young handicapped 
ad ults. Up until three m onths 
ago the w orkshop w as housed 
m a 3,000-square-foot rented 
building.

Throughout the w orkshop's 
six -y ea r existen ce It h as been 
guided by R alph and Leona 


The workshop is presently busy salvaging 
used telephone parts for reuse. The work­ 
shop employs over 90 handicapped adults 
ranging in age from 18 to 60. 


One of the mainstay contract jobs at the 


workshop is the gluing of siip-on container 
labels. The first member applies glue to each 
label, places them on the conveyor and the 
others put the labels together and stack them. 


Lyons, whose experien ce w as 
gain ed 
first-hand with 
their 
own son being one of the first 
m em b ers of the w orkshop. 


“ T h ere’s a g re at need foi 
this type of w orkshop,” said 
M rs. Lyons. “ We have a long

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Palo Alto Preschool seeks a firmer foundation 


POMONA - The Palo Alto 
P r e s c h o o l has opened at 
Euith Missionary Church, 1173 
E. San Bernardino Ave. 
The new school, designed 
and operated by Palo Alio 
Educational 
Systems, 
Inc., 
strives for physical, 
social 
and mental balance in its 
teaching program. This new­ 
est school is one of a chain 
of 19. There are nine 
in 
Sou diem California, nine in 
A r i z o n a 
a n d 
o n e 
in 
Hawaii. 
The local school is run by 
Carrie Hostetler but the pro­ 
gram of which it is a part be­ 
gun with Dr. William G. Sa- 
vard, vice president, 
pres­ 
chool division of Palo Alto 
Educational Systems, Inc. 
He be°an working on the 
idea in 1967, when ho was di­ 
rector of research for the De­ 
partment of Public Education 
in Hawaii. He was working 
with high school remedials, 
students who are slow lear­ 
ners or 
poor 
readers. 
He 
found that th ‘ flaw In their 
education was quite a few 
years deep and petting to it 
now was just too tough. 
Wha? they had needed was 
a firmer foundation in learn­ 
ing. Savard began to work 
with a seven-member team, 
Including Dr 
Helen H irtle, 


p r o g r a m consultant. 
On 
March 1, 1970, the result was 
the first school in Honolulu. 
The goal was, according to 
Savard, to make “ self-Diop- 
elled learners,” to teach “the 
things they need ;v> learn be­ 
fore they can learn other 
things.” 
There are four basic meth­ 
ods cf instruction at 
Palo 
A l t o , instruction, custodial 
care (meals, naps, etc.), unst­ 
ructured and semiformal. In 
the last ,\vo the child is al­ 
lowed to learn things for him­ 
self. There are seven subjects 
taught: music, art, oral lang­ 
uage, 
concept 
development 
(abstract relationships, basic 
shapes, etc.), dance and phys­ 
ical 
development, 
personal 
management and social devel­ 
opment and children’s litera­ 
ture. 
Basic Reading 
The children 
are 
taught 
some basic reading, accord­ 
ing 
to 
Savard, 
in 
three 
phases. 
Readiness 
prepares 
the child for the concentration 
required for reading. Decod­ 
ing shows the child the rela­ 
tions between written svmbols, 
words, and the objects they 
stand for; nnd ccmnrehension 
allows Hie child *o gain ideas 
from the separate pieces of 
Information. 


Palo Alto also has an eva­ 
luation 
program 
on 
each 
child. In this manner the in­ 
structor can tell if the child is 
developing his skills. These 
skills are learned at his own 
rate. There are no “classes,” 
allowing children to enrcll at 
any time without falling be­ 
hind. 
Much of 'Ate equipment used 
in the preschool is designed 
by the corporation. The child 
can play on equipment in­ 
doors and outdoors ar.d learn 
basic concepts simultaneous­ 
ly. Bright co’ors and varying 
textures are used to enhance 
interest in the child. 


According to Savard and 
Mrs. Hostetter, J’te idea is to 
create 
an 
environment 
in 
which the child's play stimu­ 
lates his thinkir". This makes 
learning fun. 
Although the schools are 
rondenominational 
and 
are 
open to persons of all races 
and religions, they are located 
on church grounds for prac­ 
tical reasons. Many churches 
have space which is little 
used. 


Palo Alto leases this space, 
renovates it, constructs play­ 
grounds, equips it and allows 
the church to use it during 
ofihours. 


The cost of the pr» 
varies. There is a full day 
program from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
including lunch and snacks 
for SI 10 per month. The half­ 
day program also has meals 
and is about $75 per month. 
According 
to 
Savarc’, 
this 
comes out to about 50 cents 
per hour. 
The staff is trained in the 
details of Palo Alto’s pro­ 
gram, usually in San Diego. 
P o m o n a ’ s staff is being 
trained here, by Savard, him­ 
self. All are experienced in 
preschool work and hold de­ 
grees in such 
subjects as 
childhood education, accord­ 
ing to Savard. 
Besides Mrs. listen er, Po­ 
mona has another teacher, 
Sharon 
Benitez. 
If needed, 
more teachers will be brouuh? 
in, as the ratio used Is one 
tr richer to 10 children. 
There will be an open hoe-e 
for a’l parents with children 
interested in enrolling. It will 
take place Tuesday 7 p.m. to 
9 n m , in the «rhrol facility 
in back of Faith Missionary 
Church. 
There are three 
require­ 
ments 
for enrollment. 
The 
child must be between the 
ages of 2 and 6, must be toilet 
trained, and must have a 
physical examination.

The book is writ­ 
ten In the same taut, fast 
moving style as the one used 
by the author in his recent 
novel, “The Last Place God 
Made.” 
Both novels reveal the ac­ 
tion through smooth running 
visual description and 
live 
dialogue 
and 
could 
easily 
serve as treatments for rela­ 
tively low budget TV movies. 
Every word follows a chro­ 
nological 
structure w h i c h 
makes for a logical begin­ 
ning. middle and end. 
“ The Savage Day” is filled 
with fiery adventure and the 
kind of brutal behavior and 
s u s p e n s e often associated 
with guerrilla warfare. Simon 
Vaughan is the story 
book 
hero who has the cool of 
James Bond and about as 
much cunning as Gary Coop­ 
er had when he portrayed the 
character of an honest cow­ 
boy. But he has all the quali­ 
fications 
of 
a 
professional 
arms smuggler. He is an ex- 
British army officer: a war 
hero whose record of valor Is 
later tarnished 
by overkill 
tactics used to surpress Mala­ 
yan insurgents; and lie Is a 
veteran 
mercenary 
soldier 
turned agent tor unscrupulous 
arms dealers 
Small wonder 


he was hand picked by Brit 
ish Intelligence to run gttn.s to 
Ulster for the I.R.A. as a 
guise to uncover stolen gov­ 
ernment gold. 
There is also a fine cast of 
other highly specialized cha­ 
racters that include a “ faith­ 
ful super-shot,” a true Irish 
revolutinary hero, and a su­ 
per-cool American 
Women’s 
libber who all but emascu­ 
lates male supremacy. Sa­ 
vage Day Is an action game 
with no time for love or ro­ 
mance. It generates the kind 
of W’armth you can expect 
from gasoline bombs thrown 
by an angry mob. 
The story’ unfolds through 
the eyes and actions of Vaug- 
h a n , 
Like 
other 
Higgins 
heroes, he is flushed with luck 
and crystal ball 
knowledge 
(perhaps experience) of how 
to stay alive in improbable, if 
n o t 
Impossible, 
situations 
Where I to describe the book 
without giving the plot away, 
I would choose words such as 
violence, 
revenge, 
torture, 
shooting, killing, futile, fog, 
rain, cold, treacherous, sen­ 
seless and fire all In a setting 
of current news. 
Jack Higgins has a flare for 
writing about heroic fighting 
for a cause. To him it ap­ 
pears that every' fight must 
have a cause—and knowing 
that, one can fight for either 
side: 
“ The only purpose needed 
Is conviction for the cause 
you are commissioned to de­ 
fend, and a strong belief in 
the premise that the end, no 
matter how ghastly, always 
Justifies the means.” 
And for that, the reader 
needs a strong stomach and 
perhaps a few genes from 
Machiaveili. The Savage Day 
is a sure catharsis for those 
who love brass knuckles and 
hard boiled adventure, but Is 
definitely not on my “ must 
list” tor the moro sensitiva 
reader. 


Pye has written a stimulating 
and provocative- introduction 
on China which, unfortunate­ 
ly, is of uneven quality. 
The sections on traditional 
China are «olid and percep­ 
tive. He Is on weaker ground 
in his treatment of the centu­ 
ry proceeding the Communist 
victory. 
He correctly points out that 
the 
Confucian 
system 
was 
dt* troved when the forces of 
peasant-based rebellion were 
joined to a modern revolution 
associated 
with 
educated 
clashes responsive to Western 
ideas and supported by an 
autonomous pragmatic army. 
His comments about the 
d inners of assuming a causal 
relationship between revolu­ 
tion, Western Imperialism and 
economic deprivation are wre!l 
taken. 
As he points out, 
recent 
scholarship has shown that 
rural China did not change as 
much as had previously been 
assumed. StiU, It seems to me 
that the author dees not offer 
a convincing explanation for 
the growth of revolutionary 
sentiment 
among 
the 
elite 
and the peasants. 
The sheer magnitude of rur­ 
al rebellion and rural revolu­ 
tion suggests that material 
and spiritual needs of the 
peasants were not being mot. 
The elite and peasantry may 
have 
been 
frustrated, 
but 
their frustration was grounded 
in genuine grievances. 
In his treatment of the post­ 
i l period, the author is dici- 
dedlv hostile to the govern­ 
ment and consistently unders­ 
tates its accomplishments. 
Improvements 
In 
health, 
education ¡1 facilities, literacy, 
famine prevention and dis­ 
tribution of income are men­ 
tioned only in passing. Pro­ 
fessor Pye eve.t suggests that 
peasants had a better chance 
for «octal mobility under the 
r e p u b l i c than under the 
People’s Republic of China, a 
claim that flies in the face of 
much empirical evidence. 
There is an excellent dis­ 
cussion 
of 
tho 
intractable 
p r o b l e m s and dilemmas 
which are still confronting the 
current leadership. 
In general, the author views 
Mao as something of a fanat­ 
ic whose pig-headed emphasis 
on political dedication, sel­ 
flessness and social revolution 
has led to catastrophic errors. 
His sympathies are with the 
“ rational” 
technicians 
and 
specialists whose pragmatic 
planning was responsible for 
the first Five-Year Plan and 
the 
economic 
recovery 
of 
1962-65. 
Ho argues that agricultural 
development cannot succeed 
unless Maoist experiments in 
mass mobilization are aban­ 
doned In favor of massive ca­ 
pital investment in technolo­ 
g i c a l 
Improvements. 
He 
raises serious questions about 
the long term feasibility of re­ 
cent Innovation in the fields 
ot party reform, Ideology e lu-
